Cowconaght oge mac Guyre, &thereſt of the Fugitiues in their company and retinue, withdꝛew humſelfe ont 
ofthis Realme into fozraine parts, where they doe now lurke and wander, thereby bewꝛapung a guiltte 
conſcitnce of ſome traiterous conſpiratie and pꝛactiſe amongſt themſelues, againſt his Maieſtie and the 
State ofthis Kingdome, which euery day doth diſcouer it ſelfe moꝛe and moze, and ſhallHereafter be laide

Inthe meanetime, accoꝛding to his Maieſties ropallpleafure ſignified vnto vs, Wee doe in His Maie⸗

Lands, Goods, oꝛ Bodies, they continuing in their loyaltie, and peelding vnto his Mateſtic ſuch Rents 
aud duties as thall be agreeable to inſtice and equitie. And to that end his moſt excellent Maicſtie doeth 
take all the good and loyall Jnhabitantes of theſaide Countries, together with their wies and Chi: 

dꝛen, Lands and Goods, into His owne ifimediate pꝛotection. to defend them in generall againſt all Rc- 

ellions aud Jinaſions, and to right them in all their wꝛongs and oppꝛeſſions offered oꝛ to bee offered 
vnto them by any perſonWhatſocner, and to peeld grate andfauour vnto euery of them accoꝛding to his 

Puncely pleaſure, and their demerits.

Officers, and Ministers, and all other his Matcſties loyall Subiects in this Kingdome, that they and
